Record Sums Are Paid at Churchill Art Sale 


LONDON, Mareh 4 (UPT).— 
To ease her financial problems, 
Baroness Spencer - Churchill, 91, 
sald five of her cherished paint- 
ings today. The high prices that 
they brought—a total of £86,300 
($147,550)—drew exclamations of 
surprise and approval from those 
in the salesroom. 

The paintings, including two 
by Sir Winston Churchill, Lady 
Churchill's late husband and 
Britain's World War I prime 
minister, sold for 21/2 times the 
revised presale estimate, which 
Christie's auction house had 
doubled just before the bidding 
began, : 

Chnrchill’s landscape of Mi- 
mizan, France, sold for £48,000, 
nearly three times the world 
auction record for one of his

The Toronto Sun newspaper 
nad collected pledges from its 
Canadian readers to bid on the 
two Chrrehill paintings “to see 
that Lady Churchill world have 
a distinguished old age,” its 
representative said. 

But bis top bids—#12,000—- 
were surpassed within seconds. 


Lady Churchill has previously 
sold heirlooms such as silver and 
antique furnitu.e to make ends 
meet. But the announcement 
of the impending sale of her 
treasured paintings—the twa by 


their country home, Chartwell, 
plus a portrait of herself and 
her daughter Sarah — shocked 
much of the world into an 
awareness of her plight. 

“Like every other elderly per- 
son.” soid a grandson, 8150 
named Winston Churchill, “my 
grandmother 3s facing living 
expenses which have more than 
doubled with an income which 
has decreased.” 

“I am sure my grandfather 
felt he was leaving her in cou- 
fortable circumstances. But no 
one could foresee the rate of 
inflation and taxation and the 
decline in the purchasing power 
of money,” he said. 

Sir Winston made huge sums 
from his books but drew large 
advances against the royalties 
during his lifetime.

WASHINGTON, March 4 (WP). 
~—The House voted yesterday to 
end the era of the giant nuclear- 
powered aircraft carrier. 

By a vote of 252 to 161, the 
House decided to go along with 
President Carter rather than 
Adm, Hyman Rickover, outspokep. 
advocate of a nuclear-powered 
Navy, and reduce the funds for 
the nuclear carriers in the fiscal 
1977 defense budget. 

If yesterday’s decision survives 
challenges in future House and 
Senate voting, the U.S. Navy will 
make a highly significant change 
in course.

U.S. Is Enlisting

MOSCOW, March 4—The Soviet government newspaper. Izvestia 
presented details today of what it called a major U.S, espionage ring 
in Moscow, with diagrams of what were described as secret message: 
relaying systems and accusations against two U.S. diplomats and 
number of dissidents, mainly Jews. 

The main portion of lzvestia's article was an open letter by 
S. L. Lipaveky. formerly an active Soviet dissident but now said to be 
repentant for his links to U.& intelligence. Mr. Lipavsky’s letter 


elaimed that Alexander Lerner, a 
leading Soviet dissident, and 
Vitalt Rubin and David Azbel, 
who have since emigrated, headed 
Β ring of dissenters that. recetved 
“solid material help” from “for- 
eign basses.” 

Tt said Americans who had 
associated themselves with the 
group included Melvir Levitsky, 
a first-secretary at the US. 
Embassy in Moscow who has 
since been transferred back lo 
Washington, and Joseph Presel, 
currently a member of the em- 
bassy’s Political Section.
